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FBI: Crime Down in Romulus, Up in Taylor 


Recently issued reports by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation show that the num- 
ber of certain violent and property crimes 
reported in Romulus in 2007 declined over- 
all compared to 2006, but increased in Tay- 
lor during the same period. - 

The data was published in Crime in 
the United States, the FBI’s annual compi- 
lation of statistics reported by nearly 17,000 
law-enforcement agencies from across the 
nation. “Violent crime” statistics were a 
combination of murder/nonnegligent man- 


slaughter, forcible rape, robbery, and aggra- 


vated assault; “property crime” statistics in- — 


cluded burglary, larceny/theft, motor- 
vehicle theft, and arson. 
ROMULUS 

In Romulus, despite a modest popula- 
tion increase of 475 residents, both violent 
and property crimes were down overall. 

In the “violent crimes” category, which 
dropped from 181 reported incidents in 
2006 to 138 in 2007, only murder/non- 
negligent manslaughter was up, with two 
in 2007 compared to one in 2006. Rape 
and robbery numbers showed a small de- 


bite while assault figures were down about 
30%. 

The rate of property crimes decreased 
overall, from 1,026 incidents in 2006 to 
975 in 2007, but auto theft was up 21%. 
Burglary, larceny, and arson were down. 
TAYLOR 

In Taylor, which lost about 750 resi- 
dents between 2006 and 2007, violent 
crime was up about 16% overall, while 
property crimes increased more modestly. 

Of violent crimes, only rape decreased, 
dropping from 33 incidents in 2006 to 25 
in 2007. Robberies and assaults were up; 
murder/nonnegligent manslaughter stayed 
the same. 

_ Property crimes like larceny and arson 
were down, but both burglary and auto 
theft were up more than 25%.

Basham Bill Would Bay Surreptitious Use of Stalking Devices 


The Michigan Senate has voted unani- 
mously to pass Senate Bill 1572, which was 
recently introduced by Senator Ray Basham 
(D-Taylor) to amend the penal code, mak- 


ing it a misdemeanor for a person to install — 


a tracking device in another person's vehi- 
cle without his/her knowledge and consent. 

“Tracking a person’s vehicle is an enor- 
mous violation of their privacy,” Basham 
said. “As technology advances, and prod- 
ucts such as global positioning systems 
(GPS) become more prevalent, we need to 
take action to protect people from electronic 
stalking.” 

Basham said law-enforcement agents 
brought the need for this legislation to his 
attention after they. were contacted by an 
elected official who took her vehicle in for 
repairs, only to have her mechanic discover 
that a tracking device had been installed 
on the vehicle... 

Both the Michigan State Police and the 
Michigan Sheriffs Association support the

The proposed legislation includes ex- 
emptions for police officers, professional 
investigators, and bail agents, as well as for 
devices that track vehicles to provide me- 
chanical, directional, stolen-vehicle assis- 
tance, and weather or traffic information. 

The bill is now being considered by 


the House of Representatives. 


Basham Legislation Would Crack Down 
on Illegal Activity in Michigan’s Adult 
Entertainment Establishments 

Senator Basham also announced that 
he has introduced legislation to address 
community concerns about adult entertain- 
ment establishments’ hiring processes. 

According to Basham, a family from 
Wyandotte alerted him to this problem as 
they prepared to ‘file a lawsuit against an 
establishment for hiring their underage 
granddaughter, high-school student Stepha- 
nie Brown, who died when club patrons 
provided her with a lethal dose of cocaine. 

“Employing underage individuals to 
work in these harmful environments is not 
only illegal, it’s child endangerment,” said 
the senator. “By working together with the 
Brown family and the Lincoln Park Minis- 


terial Association, I hope to erase any over- 


. sights and prevent these tragic incidents 
~~ cecaine.

municipalities to require employees of adult 
establishments to obtain ‘a local work per- 
mit to ensure that they are of legal age to 
be employed there,” Basham continued. 
“The second bill, SB 1613, creates an adult 
entertainment facility tax of $3 per cus- 
tomer that would be deposited into the state 
domestic violence prevention and treatment 


fund.” 


Richard Sands, cai erandfather, 
said he and his family are devastated over 
their loss. 

“Stephanie had a bright future ahead 
of her, and it’s infuriating that her life was 
cut short because of club owners who prey 
on our children,” Sands stated. “We're 
grateful to Senator Basham for stepping up 
and addressing this serious issue.” 

A written statement issued by Basham's 
office earlier this month alleges that, in 
March 2007, Atlantis —a strip club in Lin- 
coln Park, Michigan — employed Stephanie 
Brown, although she was only 17 years old 
and did not carry an adult cabaret employee 
license, which is required by the Lincoln 
Park Code of Ordinances. On her second 
night working at the club — which, report- 
edly, has a reputation for hiring minors and 
encouraging underage drinking, drug use; 
and prostitution — Brown died after using” 


Before this acidene said Basham, 
Brown had no criminal record or history of 
using drugs, and planned to attend college 
in the future. 

Browns family has filed a lawsuit in 
Wayne County Circuit Court against 
Atlantis. 

The suit cites the nightclub for negli- 
gence and maintaining a sexually hostile 
work environment.

Resident Doesn't Want Taxes Used for RAC . 


To the Editor: 

I could hardly believe what I heard at a 
recent Romulus City Council meeting. It 
concerned the new Romulus Athletic Center. 

I found out that the building our City 
Parks and Recreation Department had been 
using (at 11189 Shook Road) was remod- 
eled especially for them ata cost of $80,000. 
The Parks and Recreation Department was 
there for close to two years, and they were 
charged no rent. 

Then the administration transferred 
the department out of that building and 
over to the new Romulus Athletic Center. 
They've been there seven months and paid 
no rent. Then somebody in the adminis- 
tration came up with the idea to charge the 
Parks and Recreation Department rent for 
office space at a cost of $140,000 a year, 


paid for by the taxpayers out of the general 
fund. 


I heard that the Romulus Athletic Cen- | 


ter has 1,743 paying memberships. Tim 
Keyes, director of the City’s Economic De- 
velopment Department, stated that it would 
take 4,300 memberships to break even. So, 
the RAC needs an additional 2,557 mem- 
berships. It appears that the Athletic Center 
must be hurting financially, even though 
Mayor Alan Lambert stated that everything 
is doing good. They're doing so good, they 
did away with the day-care center to save 
money, and have closed the teen center. 


The administration wants to call the 
$140,000 “office rent.” I call it a gift from 
the taxpayers. I call it a bailout using tax- 
payers money. Where will the next bailout 
come from? The Tax Increment Finance 
Authority? Mayor Lambert told the taxpay- 
ers that the Athletic Center would not cost 
them one red cent. 

It’s like buying a brand-new car — it 
can be completely loaded, but if it doesn't 
have gas, its not going to run. If the Ath- 
letic Center doesnt have memberships to 
produce money, its not going to run. 

The $140,000 rent will go toward op- 
erating costs to keep the Athletic Center 
going. I believe that the administration 
doesnt want it to close down before next 
years election because it wouldn't look good 
politically. What's going to be next — the 
Mayors office paying rent at City Hall? 

I was told that the City is still paying 
for the gas, electric, and insurance on the 
recreation building on Shook Road. 

The Romulus Athletic Center is a 
beautiful building inside, and I hoped it 
would be successful. But I don’t want my 
tax dollars going to support it. The resi- 
dents and nonresidents who utilize its facil- 
ities should be maintaining all operating 
costs.. How many of the members that the 
taxpayers are supporting are nonresidents?
